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THE ALCOHOLIC "REPEATER" OR CHRONIC 
DRUNKARD. 

It is a general impression that many persons are repeat- 
edly admitted to the workhouse and to the alcoholic wards 
of public hospitals, as well as to other institutions because, 
of their habitual drunkenness. It has not been known, how- 
ever, up to this time, how many people are so admitted nor 
how many times they have been committed. Indeed, the 
records in most public institutions are so kept that they effec- 
tively, if unintentionally, conceal connected individual rec- 
ords or histories. An effort has been made in the following 
pages to answer so far as possible these questions and to 
trace out in detail typical, individual histories. Two facts 
have interfered with the complete success of this effort. 

r. The fact that little effort is made in most of the pub- 
lic institutions to identify the persons as they come again 
and again and to keep a record of their appearances. 

2. The fact that the records of many of the institutions 
are nothing' more than daily entry records. As a result, it 
is necessary to examine the records of thousands of persons 
in order to secure the record of any one person. 

Most of the statistics presented in this study are statis- 
tics for New York City. No extended effort has been made 
to secure records from other cities, but a few such records 
are inserted simply to show that New York City is by no 
means unique in having this problem to deal with. Some of 
the longest records presented come from cities outside of 
New York. 

MALE ALCOHOLIC WARD OF BELLEVUE 
HOSPITAL. 

New York City. 

The records of the male alcoholic ward at Bellevue were 
carefully examined for the year May I, 1908, to May I, 1909, 
for the purpose of determining to what extent persons re- 
peatedly receive treatment there for acute alcoholism. 

•"Recidivist" is a more elegant term, but is hot satisfactory because 
it is correctly applied only to persons appearing repeatedly in penal 
institutions. Statistics show, however, that there are many 'repeaters" 
who do not appear in the courts at all. 
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The following statistics include all of the patients in the 
male alcoholic ward of Bellevue Hospital from May I, 1908, 
to May 1, 1909. There are doubtless many repeaters who 
are not shown by these statistics, because of the fact that 
persons constantly come to the ward and give false names. 
There is no correction for this in the records of the hos- 
pital except so far as a person is recognized by the nurses 
in the alcoholic ward. The statistics, therefore, are very 
conservative, and absolute identification would undoubtedly 
increase greatly the number of repeaters.

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It will be noted from these tables that twenty-nine per- 
sons were treated six or more times during this year, 104 
were treated four or more times and 214 three or more times. 
It will also be noted that 4,584 or nearly one-fourth of the 
days' treatment for the whole ward was given to 498 per- 
sons or one-twelfth of the total number of persons treated, 
and that the average number of days' treatment for the re- 
peater is about three times as great as that of the person 
treated only once. The per capita per diem expense of main- 
taining patients in Bellevue is given in the last printed report 
of the Trustees of Bellevue and Allied Hospitals as $1.58. 
This would make the cost of treating the alcoholic repeater 
in the male alcoholic ward of that institution for this one 
year, $7,242.72. 

After the total number of known repeaters for the given 
year was determined, the records of all those who appeared 
four or more times during the year were examined for the 
preceding four years, and their complete hospital record in 
the alcoholic ward for five successive years was thus secured. 

Of the one hundred and four persons who had been 
treated four or more times during the year, sixty-five were 
found to have previous records in the alcoholic ward. The 
statistics for these sixty-five are as follows :

It is necessary to bear in mind that the statistics in- 
cluded in this study do not represent the female alcoholic 
ward, which has about half as many cases annually, nor the 
psychopathic ward, which has a large number of alcoholic 
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repeaters, nor the other departments of the hospital which 
many of these persons have doubtless visited as patients hav- 
ing other disorders but which are primarily due to the ex- 
cessive use of alcohol. 



MALE "REPEATERS" IN WORKHOUSE. 

During the year May i, 1908, to May 1, 1909, there were 
T 3.3i6 commitments of men to the workhouse. It is impos- 
sible to state accurately how many persons these admissions 
represent or how many times any one person was admitted 
because of the fact that there is no attempt at identification 
of any persons other than those few who are committed 
under the Cumulative Sentences Law. Even in these cases, 
as brought out by testimony before the Page Commission 
appointed by the legislature of the State of New York to 
investigate the inferior courts of the State, identification is 
likely to succeed in only about one-half of the cases although 
the law definitely requires careful identification. The fol- 
lowing statistics with regard to "repeaters" at the workhouse, 
therefore, are wholly incomplete as they simply represent 
the facts so far as the persons committed to the workhouse 
have repeatedly given the same name and same information 
with regard to themselves or happen to have been identified 
by the hall attendant. It is known, however, that 1,743 of 
the admissions, or about one-seventh of the total admis- 
sions, are those of 774 persons. In other words, ap- 
proximately one-fifteenth of the persons committed to the 
workhouse, are responsible for one-seventh of the commit- 
ments. Of the known repeaters who have uniformly given 
the same address and data with regard to themselves there 
were 627 persons who were committed twice, 107 who were 
committed three times, 34 persons who were committed four 
times, five persons who were committed five times, and one 
person who was committed seven times.

The workhouse record of one person is given in full in 
the appendix. It is a selected case, but the fact that it was 
sifted out from the statistics for one year only, and then 
traced back during preceding years for its previous history, 
indicates that the case is really typical of a large number.

The man who has had this extraordinary record is now 
sixty-one years old, weather-beaten, bent and gray. He was 
born in Virginia but his early years were spent in Pittsburg. 
His father, an iron worker, who was also a heavy drinker, was 
finally killed in an accident in Colorado. He has one brother 
living who drinks somewhat excessively. The man in question 
left school at the age of ten, became an office boy for a time 
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and then worked in a glass factory. He has done much work 
about newspaper offices in Pittsburg, St. Louis, Chicago, 
Cleveland and New York. City Hall Park is his "hang-out" 
when he is not in the workhouse. He was married in Pitts- 
burg and his wife is still living in one of the suburbs of New 
York where she owns two houses. One of his two boys, a 
harness maker, lives with his mother, but both the boy and 
his mother are very bitter towards the father and husband and 
refuse to admit him to the house or to take any interest in 
him. The older son who is married is a painter. Neither of 
the boys drink excessively. His only daughter is a widow with 
two children. Her family is necessarily assisted by private 
charities. Two older sisters live in New York but neither 
know of his whereabouts. One is bitter towards him; the 
other, however, feels more kindly toward him. In the opin- 
ion of the latter, the cause of the man's excessive drinking 
is the fact that his wife has always been selfish, unamiable, 
mercenary and given to much scolding. The man himself 
says, "She had no patience with me and I could not stand 
her constant nagging." 

The keeper at the workhouse stated that the man is a 
willing worker and does not grumble or complain. During 
much of the time of his last commitment at Hart's Island, he 
has arisen at 4.30 o'clock, walked one-half mile and tended 
the fires at the female prison. He also peels potatoes and 
does other work in the kitchen. 



"REPEATERS" WHO FREQUENT VARIOUS PUB- 
LIC INSTITUTIONS. 

That there is a tendency for persons who become fre- 
quent "repeaters" in one institution to find their way into 
other institutions is shown by the fact that fifty-one or nearly 
one-half of the one hundred and four persons who were 
found to have four or more records in Bellevue alcoholic 
ward between May 1, 1908, and May 1, 1909, were found to 
have additional records in other public institutions. Eighteen 
of the forty persons found to have appeared four or more 
times at the workhouse during the same year were also found 
to have records in other institutions. 

The records of eighteen persons who were found to have 
frequented both the alcoholic ward of Bellevue Hospital and 
the workhouse were traced as completely as possible in other 
public institutions including the almshouse or City Home, the 
Municipal Lodging House, the Metropolitan Hospital, the 
City Hospital, the Hospital for the Insane on Ward's Island, 
the regular wards of Bellevue Hospital and the Bureau of 
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Dependent Adults of the Department of Public Charities. 
Two of these records, Case No. 1 and Case No. 2 are given 
in full in the Appendix and the records of all of them are 
summarized below.

This man's record extends over a period of twenty years. 
He is fifty-nine years of age although he does not appear 
more than fifty. His father was born in New York State 
and he himself was born in New York City where he has 
lived for the greater part of his life. He has only one living 
brother, a man of sixty-three, and two married sisters living 
on the East Side of New York City. 

He lacked two or three years of finishing grammar 
school when he left at the age of fourteen. Between the age 
of fourteen and twenty-two he was occupied in letting out 
boats on the East River near 70th Street. He then spent 
five years in the army in Montana. Following this he went 
to Portland, Oregon, and shipped for Queenstown, spending 
six months and eighteen days on the water. About eight 
years were then given up to work on deep sea transports 
and about four years more on harbor boats in New York 
Bay. Since that time he has been, when occupied, a fireman 
on stationary engines. He is an expert swimmer and has the 
reputation of having saved eleven persons from drowning. 
According to his statement he did not drink excessively until 
he was twenty-eight years old. 

He has had pneumonia since he was last committed to 
the workhouse and acknowledged that a continuance of his 
present habits would soon result in his death. Like many a 
poor fellow enchained by similar habits he avows, as he has 
doubtless done many times previously, that he is through 
with drink.

This record extends over a period of nineteen years. 
The man, now about fifty-five years of age, is blind. His 
hearing is also defective; he is quite bent and shows unmis- 
takable marks of dissipation. His head is smaller than the 
normal, and he is a person of very low mentality. 

He was born in New York City but his parents came 
from Ireland. He knows of no relatives. After attending 
a parochial school and later the 13th Street Public School 
and getting "as far as the Third Reader," he left school and 
became a driver. At about the age of twenty he fell and 
injured his spine and this injury gradually caused his blind- 
ness. He has at various times received treatment at the New 
York Eye and Ear Infirmary. He acknowledges freely that 
he ought not to drink and thinks he should be cared for and 
kept off the streets by the city. He much prefers the City 
Home to the workhouse but is now refused there because of 
his drunken habits. 

He has a boon companion, Case No. 3, who goes with 
him everywhere. This companion is also blind or nearly so, 
but somewhat younger. Their records in the workhouse and 
almshouse have been for years practically identical, both as to 
dates of admission and dates of discharge. 

The low mentality of Case No. 2, made it quite impos- 
sible to get accurate knowledge from him. His replies to 
questions were meagre, non-commital and sometimes contra- 
dictory. He was sufficiently astute, however, to request to- 
bacco from his interviewer and in lieu of that a nickel.

— This person previously spent three years as an 
inmate at Randall's Island, which is not included in the sum- 
mary above. 

This case, like the preceding one, is also blind. He is, 
however, younger and more active and alert than the preced- 
ing case, which accounts for his undertaking to act as guide 
in their journeyings to and fro. Their records, however, 
would seem to bear out the impracticability of such leadership 
as suggested by the question, "Can the blind lead the blind? 
Shall they not both fall into the ditch ?" Although more alert 
than the preceding case, this man shows decided marks of 
dissipation. His face and head are long and peaked, his 
complexion sallow, his teeth poor, his cheeks hollow and his 
eyes have clouded and nearly opaque corneas. 

Case No. 3 was born in New York City of Irish paren- 
tage. He was struck by a ball in the right eye when six years 
of age. He received treatment at the New York Eye and 
Ear Infirmary but began gradually to lose the sight of this 
eye and soon the other was affected and treatment was of no 
avail in preventing blindness. He was sent to Randall's Isl- 
and in 1879 and spent three years there. After this he spent 
two years in the New York Institution for the Blind and 
while there learned to read a little in point print. In 1887 
he first entered the City Home and since that time he has 
been spending his time in the workhouse and the almshouse 
as the above record shows. He now, as well as Case No. 2, 
is out of favor with the City Home authorities because of 
his drunken habits and like the preceding case he too would 
like to return there if they would receive him.

Case No. 4 was born in New York City. His father 
was born in Ireland and his mother in Scotland. He has 
three brothers and two sisters living. According to his state- 
ments he is the only one that cannot leave drink alone. His 
public school education extended to the third grade and this 
was followed by some work at night school. He started to 
drink at the age of twenty-one and is now nearly forty 
years of age. The keeper at the workhouse speaks of him 
as a carpenter of considerable ability. He wishes to stop 
drinking but when he takes one or two glasses cannot stop. 
One Oppenheimer treatment was tried but it was of little 
avail. He attended a mission for some time in Detroit and has 
also been to the McAuley Mission. He is a man of finer 
sensibilities than might be expected in this type and seems 
very anxious that his aged mother and his brothers and sis- 
ters should not learn anything of his whereabouts. Accord- 
ing to the man's own statement he is single, but one of his 
cronies, who was found in a saloon, stated that there was a 
marriage and that his only child, a little girl, died while her 
father was in the workhouse. Some years ago a student of 
Union Theological Seminary met him and for a number of 
years took an active interest in his case. This man is now 
a minister in Detroit and a letter of inquiry addressed to 
him brought the following reply : 

December 10, 1909. 
"Dear Snt: 

In reply to your letter of December 6th, let me say that I have 

known for the last nine years. I met him first while I was 

in Union Theological Seminary, New York City. One evening, re- 
turning from supper, I met him in an intoxicated condition and he 
asked me for money. From that time on I have known him quite 
intimately. His father was a drinker. His stepmother, shortly after 
she married his father, turned him out of the house when a mere lad, 
not more than fifteen. 
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He went to work over in New Jersey, and was unfortunate in 
rooming with a family where the moral conditions were far from 
good. He stayed in that place until the husbartd put him out on the 
street, threatening to arrest him if he saw his face again. 

Being at a loss to know what to do, he finally drifted south to 
Panama, and stayed there just long enough to increase his appetite for 
liquor. Then he came back to New York, and has since been up and 
down. The longest period that I have known him to refrain 



As far as I can analyze the man, he seems to have a great deal of 
splendid material in htm. He has consorted so long, though, with 
men of low, immoral types, that his will power has left him completely, 
and he no sooner secures his freedom than the old habit drives him 
into the saloon. 

I value his friendship more than these facts which I have given 
you would indicate, for during this period of nine years he has not 
imposed upon me in the slightest. All the money that I have ever 
loaned him he has returned, and his friendship and regard for me 
seems to deepen rather than grow light, as the years go on. I am so 
' far away from New York now that I shall probably have little oppor- 
tunity of seeing him, although now and then I write him a letter. 

I hope that you may be able to serve him in some fashion, though 
I fear you will find it exceedingly difficult. If I can be of further 
service to your work, will you kindly let me know,

"REPEATERS" IN OTHER CITIES. 

No serious effort has been made in this study to secure 
statistics relating to "repeaters" in other cities. A study of 
the problem, however, was made some years ago in Boston and 
published in 1901 under the title, "Fourth Annual Report of 
the Institutions' Registration Department", which indicates 
that the problem is very similar there. The record of one 
person selected from several, who have been committed to the 
House of Correction in Cleveland, Ohio, showing ninety or 
more arrests, is given in the Appendix to this study together 
with that of a case which has appeared in the police court of 
Utica, New York, one hundred and sixty times.

It will be noted that the total cost to the city of maintaining 
in public institutions these twenty-five cases is $16,213.32. Enor- 
mous as this is, it by no means, however, represents the whole 
cost to the city of these cases. No attempt has been made to 
estimate the cost to the police department involved in repeated 
arrests, in caring for and confining the cases in police stations, 
and in bringing the cases to trial. Neither has the cost of 
transferring the cases from one institution to another been con- 
sidered. It should be further stated that no attempt has been 
made to learn what additional records these persons have in 
police and court statistics. They may have been arrested 
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and discharged, or arrested and fined (if the fine were paid), 
or arrested, fined and imprisoned in a city prison in default 
of payment of fine any number of times. When it is con- 
sidered that persons do not reach the workhouse at all in 
default of payment of fine unless the fine is greater than three 
dollars and that only about ten per cent, of the fines for pub- 
lic intoxication is greater than three dollars, it is readily seen 
that the records, long as they are, are far from complete. 
The records of these persons in the Municipal Lodging House 
are also very incomplete as none of them go back further than 
January I, 1909, because of the chaotic condition of the rec- 
ords previous to that date. Attention has also already been 
called to the fact that the lack of any system of identification 
has prevented ascertaining complete records in any institution. 

But even greater than this actual cost in dollars and 
cents, great as it is, is the indirect loss to the city involved 
in clogging the courts with such cases to the detriment of 
other cases which could otherwise be given adequate consider- 
ation, as well as the loss in tone and morale in the com- 
munity which has such cases constantly before it as examples. 
This indirect loss is emphasized when it is considered that 
the experience in England and in other states of this country 
has demonstrated that about one-third of these cases can be 
made self-respecting, useful citizens if they are placed in an 
institution for a time, isolated from alcohol, given medical 
treatment and an abundance of healthful work and whole- 
some food, before they become completely broken down physi- 
cally and morally. 

These twenty-five cases, then, have actually cost the city 
$16,213.32 for their maintenance and it is evident that this is 
only a part, and perhaps a small part, of their total cost to 
the city. It is perfectly clear, moreover, that the city is no 
better off for having made this large expenditure. It has 
not protected itself from dangerous characters because these 
men are seldom, if ever, dangerous. Neither has it removed 
the men from their communities and so removed a constant 
bad example, because it has been shown that the process tends 
to make repeated public appearances conspicuous. More im- 
portant still, it has not made any better citizens of them, but 
on the contrary, has tended to hasten rather than to deter 
their physical and moral breakdown. 

As the cases in this study were all sifted out of an ex- 
amination of the statistics for one year (males only) and did 
not include an examination of court statistics, it is very evi- 
dent that the long records given are merely typical of hun- 
dreds of others that the city is constantly putting through the 
enormously expensive and wholly wasteful and useless process 
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of in-and-out of hospital and in-and-out-of -prison. Every 
taxpayer should know that the city is constantly putting 
hundreds of persons through this enormously expensive, but 
wholly wasteful and useful process of in-and-out-of -hospital 
and in-and-out-of-prison, and that it costs him a very appre- 
ciable amount each year, for which he gets no return what- 
ever. 



HOW TO ELIMINATE THE "REPEATER." 

The remedy for the present intolerable conditions can 
be stated very briefly. The short sentence and the petty 
fine, which in the vast majority of cases amounts to a short 
sentence, have proven an absolute and unqualified failure 
and should be abolished. For these should be substituted : 

1. Release first offenders without their appearance in 
court. This has been done in Massachusetts since 1905 and 
the practice has received almost universal approval. It re- 
sults in the release of from 40 to 50 per cent, of all cases 
in the large cities of the state. 

2. Release all cases, that are not hardened and fixed in 
their habits, under the supervision of a probation officer. 

3. Add a fine to be paid in instalments to the probation 
officer in cases that do not respond to simple probation. 

4. Commit no person to any institution until all other 
means have been exhausted. 

5. Commit those persons, who must be removed from 
their surroundings, on an indeterminate sentence to an institu- 
tion where they can be isolated from alcohol, be given medical 
care and treatment and be supplied with an abundance of 
healthful work and as much sunlight and fresh air as is pos- 
sible. 

6. Commit no inebriates to the workhouse or any cor- 
responding institution unless such person has decided crimi- 
nal tendencies in addition to his habits of excessive use of 
alcoholic liquors. When it is necessary to commit to the 
workhouse, commit the person on an indeterminate sentence 
with a minimum period of one year and a maximum period 
of three years. 

The remedy proposed is simple, rational, economical — 
effective. It proposes an expenditure of funds, now wholly 
wasted, in such a way as to secure definite returns to both 
the individual and the community.
